James A. Reed, a senator of the United States, no rioter 
and a man in no way disorderly, went to Ardmore to explain 
his views about the peace treaty and the league of nations. 
The audience was so hostile that the mayor introduced him 
apologetically—a thing of which

ashamed. 
Before the mayor had finished speaking the elec­ 
tric light wires were cut and eggs were thrown around the 
stage, hitting sex elal of those upon the platform. 
Mr. Reed, 
whose worst enemy cannot charge him with a defect in cour­ 
age. actually tried to deliver his speech, but was howled 
down. hissed, and greeted with yells for President Wilson. 
Mr. Reed seems to have borne himself like a sensible man 
and a man ut b ra v e ry . It is no easy thing to stand up against 
a mob . But the thing of vital interest to American citizens 
who have the fame of their country at heart is not the atti­ 
tude ol the victim of this outrage, but the attitude of the 
mob that howled him down. 
He had every right to present 
his views against the league, whet lier they are correct or in­ 
correct—and we believe that no reader of Toe Times will 
charge us with any sympathy for the senator s views on this 
subject—the right of an American citizen and a distinguished 
public man. 
The ruffians who deprived nim of taal right 
may have thought that they were serving the cause of Amer­ 
icanism.

Not long ago a radical orator in New V ork told his 
erne that there were more people in the British isles 
believed in the doctrine of Karl Marx than there were 
believed in the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
We have no idea that 
he was even within measurable distance iff the truth, but at 
least he recognized the fundamental opposition between the 
prophet of socialism and the founder of Christianity. 
Many people know little of what Marx actually preached 
except the “collective ownership of the means of production” 
and the “class war” between the bourgeois, or employing, 
class and the proletariat, engaged in industrial labor; but 
there are many other points in his doctrine, less economic than 
moral in their application, that are rarely discussed in public, 
but tha$ must become conspicuous whenever, as in Russia, 
an attempt is made to establish socialism as the national or 
the world order. 
First of all, he taught, and pretended to have discovered, 
the “materialistic conception of history.” 
He denied that 
there was any divine purpose in the affairs of mankind and 
held that history only recounted the struggle of the different 
classes for the greatest share of the material wealth of the 
earth. 
Is any greater contrast possible than that between 
this view' of life and that of Jesus? 
Naturally, he went on to deny every form of restraint that

II. Jesus Calling Disciples to Become 


Fishers of Men (vv. 1G--0). 


1. Who were called (vv. U>. lit). Si- 


mon and Andrew. John and .lames, two 
pairs of brothers. It Is usually best to 
render the Lord's service In fellowship 
—In pairs. This Is not only necessary 
for effective testimony, but for.needed 
fellowship on the part of workers nnd 
protection of the witnesses. These all 
had previously been called to Christ 
for salvation ; they hud become his dis- 
ciples (.John l:3ti-42). They are now 
culled to service. This Is always his 
way. 
\\'e are first culled to be dis- 


ciples, then culled to have fellowship 
w i t h him la service. 


C. From what they were called (vv. 


1C. 20). 
They were called from posi- 


tions of definite set-vice. 
God always 


chooses his servants from the ranks of 
the employed. The lazy m:in Is not 
likely to have a call. 


3. To what they were culled (v. 17). 


To be "fishers of men." 
They no 


doubt had been successful Bshers. Th« 
qualities which rnaili them good fisher- 
men, 
namely, patience, bravery to faca 


the storm and night, and porseveraac* 
which led them to toil all night, though 
no fish were caught, would make them 
good Ushers of men. 
It requires pa- 


tience, bravery and perseverance to 
win souls for Christ. 


4. Their call to obedience (vv. 13, 20). 


To obey meant sacrifice, painful sep- 
aration, to give up all business inter- 
ests and leave their father behind. Re- 
gardless of the cost, they yielded 
prompt obedience. They gave up busi- 
ness and horns, not even inquiring as 
to where their salaries were to com* 
from. They put their trust In him who 
called them, believing that he was abl« 
to supply nil their needs. 


5. Their reward (v. 17). These, four 


men have wielded wondrous Influent* 
In the world. 
Their names have be- 


come Immortalized. Had they remain- 
ed at their business they would only 
have been humble fishermen. When 
Christ calls let us promptly obey, for 
eventually It will pay. 
It will yield 


one hundredfold in this life, and eter- 
nal life In the world to come.
